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(54) SOAP 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To produce a soap capable of removing spots, wrinkles and 
darkening and beautifying the skin. 

SOLUTION: This soap comprises at least a skin-care component, a skin- beautifying 
component and an aging-preventing component, and all of these components comprise plant 
extracts and/or organism components. As the concrete examples of the skin-care component, 
there can be cited extracts of ganoderma, carrot, and the like, and lactoferrin as the organism 
component. As the skin-beautifying component, there can be exemplified extracts of a mulberry, 
a beefsteak plant, the plant extracts and a placenta entract as the organism component. As the 
concrete examples of the aging-preventing component, there can be cited extracts of 
Scutellaria root, coix seed, and the like, and a hyaluronate, collagen, and the like, as the 
organism component.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]Soap, wherein it contains a **** ingredient, a whitening ingredient, and an aging 
prevention ingredient to the skin at least and each of these ingredients consists of an extract 
and/or a biogenic substance which were extracted from vegetation. 

[Claim 2]The soap according to claim 1, wherein a **** ingredient to said skin contains an 
extract of a lychee which is a mushroom. 

[Claim 3]The soap according to claim 1 or 2 containing an extract, a ginseng extract, a cnidium 
rhizome extract, a sialid extract, a chamomile extract, or a rose extract of a lychee which is a 
mushroom as a plant extract of a **** ingredient to said skin, and containing lactoferrin as a 
biogenic substance. 

[Claim 4]The soap according to claim 1 containing a mulberry extract, SHISOEKISU, or a brown 
sugar extract, and containing placental extract as a biogenic substance as a plant extract of said 
whitening ingredient. 

[Claim 5]The soap according to claim 1 containing a Scutellaria root extract or coix seed extract, 
and containing Hill Aaron acid chloride, collagen, or elastin as a biogenic substance as a plant 
extract of said aging prevention ingredient.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 

[ 0001 ] 

[Field of the Invention]It is used in this invention. 

Therefore, natural healing energy and whitening can be given to the skin, and it is related with 
the soap which can prevent aging. 

[ 0002 ] 

[Description of the Prior Art]The soap marketed conventionally is used for the purpose of 
washing of the skin. For this reason, since even the sebum film of the skin will be lost if 
conventional soap is used, there is a problem which a foreign matter enters between keratin and 
it not only has produced the itch, but promotes atopic dermatitis. Aging of the skin cannot be 
prevented but it also has the problem which silverfish, wrinkles, and dullness generate on the 
skin during long-term use. Since it is such, it is necessary to rub face toilet and facial cream 
after washing by soap, or to rub the ointment for a skin therapy. 

[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]Thus, even if defecation of the skin is possible, a state 
with the good skin is maintained, or conventional soap does not have an improved effect which 
changes the skin into a good state, and it is hard to use it. 

[0004]This invention is made in consideration of such a conventional problem, can increase the 
health condition of the skin not only by defecation of the skin but by its use, and carries out the 
purpose of providing useful soap with whitening effect further. 

[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, an invention of 
claim 1 contains a **** ingredient, a whitening ingredient, and an aging prevention ingredient to 
the skin at least, and each of these ingredients consists of an extract and/or a biogenic 
substance which were extracted from vegetation. 

[0006]An invention of claim 2 is the invention according to claim 1, and a **** ingredient to said 
skin contains an extract of a lychee which is a mushroom. 

[0007]An invention of claim 3 is the invention according to claim 1 or 2, and as a plant extract of 
a **** ingredient to said skin, An extract, a ginseng extract, a cnidium rhizome extract, a sialid 
extract, a chamomile extract, or a rose extract of a lychee which is a mushroom is contained, 
and lactoferrin is contained as a biogenic substance. 

[0008]An invention of claim 4 is the invention according to claim 1 , contains a mulberry extract, 
SHISOEKISU, or a brown sugar extract as a plant extract of said whitening ingredient, and 
contains placental extract as a biogenic substance. 

[0009]An invention of claim 5 is the invention according to claim 1, contains a Scutellaria root 
extract or coix seed extract as a plant extract of said aging prevention ingredient, and contains 
Hill Aaron acid chloride, collagen, or elastin as a biogenic substance. 

[ 0010 ] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]The soap of the 1 embodiment of this invention contains the **** 
ingredient, whitening ingredient, and aging prevention ingredient to the skin at least. The extract

and/or biogenic substance by which each of these ingredients was extracted from vegetation are 
used. 

[001 1]As a plant extract, the extract, the ginseng extract, the cnidium rhizome extract, the sialid 
extract, chamomile extract, and rose extract of a lychee are contained among the **** 
ingredients to the skin. A lychee is a kind of a mushroom and the extract has various kinds of 
functions with which the mushroom is provided. That is, the extract of a lychee is provided with 
each function of blood-flow adjustment, blood circulation promotion, promotion of metabolism, 
cell activation, and incubation. 

[0012]The ginseng extract is provided with blood circulation promotion, promotion of metabolism, 
and the function of cell activation. Especially as this ginseng extract, the Koryo ginseng extract 
is preferred. The cnidium rhizome extract has a function of blood-flow adjustment and 
incubation. The sialid extract has incubation, anti-inflammation, and a function of painkilling. Each 
of chamomile extracts and rose extracts has anti-inflammation and a function of painkilling. 
[0013]As a biogenic substance, lactoferrin is used among the **** ingredients to the skin. This 
lactoferrin is provided with control of immunity adjustment and peroxylipid generation, cell 
activation, and an anti-inflammatory function. 

[0014]As a **** ingredient to the skin, as except this, the Asiasari radix extract can be mixed as 
a plant extract, and ceramide and Mallow fat can be mixed as a biogenic substance. The Asiasari 
radix extract was provided with the function of the angiotelectasis and incubation, ceramide was 
provided with incubation, pliability, and an antibacterial function, and Mallow fat is provided with 
the function of incubation and pliability. 

[0015]As a plant extract, a mulberry extract, SHISOEKISU, or a brown sugar extract is used 
among whitening ingredients. The mulberry extract has whitening, moisturization, and an anti- 
inflammatory function. SHISOEKISU has a function of whitening, moisturization, and pliability. The 
brown sugar extract has a function of whitening and moisturization. 

[0016]On the other hand, as a biogenic substance, placental extract is used among whitening 
ingredients. Placental extract has a function of aging prevention next to the skin, cell activation, 
and whitening. 

[0017]In addition to the above ingredient, as a whitening ingredient, a glycyrrhiza extract is 
mixable. The glycyrrhiza extract has whitening and an anti-inflammatory function. 

[0018]As a plant extract, a Scutellaria root extract or coix seed extract is used among aging 
prevention ingredients. The Scutellaria root extract has a function of peroxylipid generation 
control and moisturization. Coix seed extract has an immunoregulatory function, anti- 
inflammation, and a function of killing. 

[00 1 9]In addition to the above ingredient, as a plant extract of an aging prevention ingredient, a 
rice bran extract and olive squalane are mixable. The rice bran extract contains **-oryzanol as 
an active principle, and this **-oryzanol has a function of blood circulation promotion and aging 
prevention next to the skin. Olive squalane has moisturization and a flexible function. 

[0020]As a biogenic substance in an aging prevention ingredient, Hill Aaron acid chloride, 
collagen, or elastin is used. Hyaluronic acid has a function of aging prevention next to the skin 
and moisturization. Water solubility of collagen is good and this water-soluble collagen has aging 
prevention next to the skin, promotion of metabolism, cell activation, moisturization, and a 
flexible function. Elastin has aging prevention next to the skin, moisturization, and a flexible 
function. 

[0021]More than it considers it as the biogenic substance of an aging prevention ingredient, 
sphingophospholipid and poly PETAIDO are mixable. This sphingophospholipid has aging 
prevention next to the skin, promotion of metabolism, cell activation, moisturization, and a 
flexible function. Polypeptide has a function of blood-flow adjustment, blood circulation 
promotion, aging prevention next to the skin, and promotion of metabolism. 

[0022]In addition to the above ingredient, by this embodiment, royal jelly Aging prevention next 
to the skin, Promotion of metabolism, cell activation, the royal jelly that has an anti-inflammatory 
function of ********, An immunomodulatory function, peroxylipid generation control, aging 
prevention next to the skin, cell activation, moisturization, beta-glucan, peroxylipid generation 
control which have anti-inflammation and a function of killing, The Clara extract which has the 
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pearl extract and whitening which have a function of cell activation, and an antibacterial function, 
The Sanguisorba officinalis grass extract, peroxylipid generation control which have whitening, 
anti-inflammation, and a function of killing, And the Rose Fruit extract which has a function of 
whitening, peroxylipid generation control, and the creeping saxifrage extract which has a function 
of whitening, The TOUKISENKA extract which has blood circulation promotion, promotion of 
metabolism, moisturization, and an anti-inflammatory function, The Arnica extract which has 
blood-flow adjustment, blood circulation promotion, promotion of metabolism, moisturization, and 
an anti-inflammatory function, The field horsetail extract which has the Western KIZUTA extract, 
the anti-inflammation, and the function of killing to have an anti-inflammatory and antibacterial 
function, The althea extract which has the Western saw grass extract, the promotion of 
metabolism and moisturization which have the sage extract, blood-flow adjustment, the anti- 
inflammation, and the function of killing to have the OTOGIRI grass extract, anti-inflammation 
and killing which have blood-flow adjustment, anti-inflammation, and a function of killing, and an 
antibacterial function, and a flexible function, The ingredient of the squalane which has the honey 
and moisturization which have a function of whitening and moisturization, and a flexible function, 
and others can be blended suitably. 

[0023]The soap of this embodiment containing such a **** ingredient, a whitening ingredient, 
and an aging prevention ingredient, Atopy can be controlled, and prevention of surface 
deterioration is possible, and the skin not only shines white, but further, the skin can carry out 
gently and it can prevent [ silverfish, wrinkles, and dullness can decrease and it can consider it 
as the skin with appearance, and ] desiccation. It becomes unnecessary therefore, to rub face 
toilet and facial cream after use of soap, or to rub the ointment for a skin therapy. 

[0024]In addition to the above **** ingredient, a whitening ingredient, and an aging prevention 
ingredient, the soap of this embodiment can blend other ingredients generally used with soap. As 
other ingredients, fat, such as stearic acid, pulmitic acid, myristic acid, bovine bone marrow fat, 
cow brain lipid, a rice embryo oil, and sorbitol acid, is mixable. It not only can perform 
moisturization to the skin, and prevention from dry, but by blending these fat, it can give 
admiration and grace gently to the skin. The soap shape after shaping can be kept good by 
mixing solid fat. 

[0025]Denatured alcohol, glycerin, and other alcohol can be used as other ingredients. 
Disinfection can be given by mixing these alcohol, and admiration can be given in the least. 
[0026]In addition to other above ingredients, by this embodiment, ester, such as sucrose fatty 
acid ester and isostearic acid polyoxy ethylene glycol, can be mixed, and, thereby, moisturization 
and quality adjustment can be performed. It is also possible to mix pH adjusters, such as sodium 
hydroxide, etc. 

[0027]The compounding ratio of the various ingredients in the soap of this embodiment is 
suitably changed by the state of a user’s skin, the main purposes of use, etc., and the value of 
combination is not limited.

[Example]Table 1 and 2 shows combination of an example, respectively. As for the ingredient A, 
in these tables, a whitening ingredient and the ingredient C of the **** ingredient to the skin and 
the ingredient B are aging prevention ingredients.

Table 1 and 2, a predetermined mold can be filled up, and fixed soap can be fabricated by cooling. 
Drawing 1 shows the outside of the soap 1 in this example, and where the above-mentioned 
ingredient 2 is mixed uniformly, it is fabricated in three dimensions. 

[0032]I had soap of Table 1 and 2 actually used to an examiner. In this case, soap was used for 
the skin, having applied it to it directly, without whipping. It was possible for atopy to have been 
controlled and to also have prevented surface deterioration as a result of use. The skin was able 
to carry out gently and desiccation was able to be prevented. And the skin not only shines white, 
but silverfish, wrinkles, and dullness decreased and it had become the skin with appearance.

[Effect of the Invention]According to the soap of this invention, the atopy of the skin can be 
controlled, and prevention of surface deterioration is possible, and the skin not only shines white, 
but further, the skin can carry out gently and it can prevent [ silverfish, wrinkles, and dullness 
can decrease and it can consider it as the skin with appearance, and ] desiccation.
